chopper, according to Miss Flora Mon- 
roe, director of the cafeteria in the 
Kansas State Agricultural college. 


The housewife may vary,her uses of 


this food from the customary use in 
sandwiches. Puddings, soups, breads, 
and cakes are enriched by the use of 
peanut butter. It-serves both as short- 
rtSing and thickening and adds fluvor 
and color. 


The true worth of peanut butter has 


never been realized, believes Miss Mon 
rue. It has boon generally considered 
a difficult food to digest, and const 
quently has been avoided in the diets 
When'properly-masticated it is easily 
digested. 


A prejudice against peanut butter 


is often caused by ignorance in its use. 
The butter should be co'mblned with 
twice the amount of thin cream or 
milk, and stirred until-it is of . the 
•jivamy consistency of mayonnaise.

OFFICIAL FOOD NEWS 


By Dr. Harry E. Barnard, Federal 
Food Administrator for Indiana. 


The present, purpose of the Federal" 


Food Administration is now directed 
to re-establishing a normal -flow o! 
wheat to the mills, as, evidenced by 
the following telegram from Herbert 
Hoover: 


. "In order that we may com- 
ply with the urgent demands of 
the allies for wheat and at the 
same time take care of our own 
domestic supplies we urgently 
need, this year, an earlier and 
more complete marketing of the 
wheat in" farmers' hands than 
nsual. The allies are taking from 
us 50 per cent, of other cereals 
than wheat to mix in their bread. 


. Inasmuch as the people 'in allied 


countries and the soldiers must 
be fed with bread baked in bak- 
eries, it is impossible for them 
to prepare bread made wholly out 
of other cereals iind we must fur- 
nish them with sufficient wheat 
to maintain their bakery loaf. I 
therefore appeai-'to 'all of the 
•farmers in the State of Indiana 
that they shall bring all of their 
wheat except their necessary re- 
serves for seed to market before 
May 1. This is a -war call and a 
?ervice for Uncle Sam who is 
fighting for his life. If your local 
miller is unable to buy all the 
wheat that is offered, market it 
in the customary trade channels 
through which it will reach the. 
Food Administration Grain Cor- 
poration,
